Campbell, McLeod and Alex- 
ander Spoke For McGill 

BRILUANT~ORATORY 

Subject "Resolved That The 
Arts Would Flourish Under 
A Socialistic State." 

In ;i debate with the St. James Li- 
terary Society on the subject "Re- 
solved that the arts would flourish 
under i\ socialistic mate" tCie McGill 
debater emerged victorious on Tues- 
day evening. The McGill debaters, 
who upheld the negative, were E. 
13. Campbell, 15. aicl/ood, and B. M. 
Aloxandcir,' and the St. J times debat. 
era were .Messrs. .(. Board. TYancle 
Hankln. and .1. Duthie. The dnbate 
was Judged by Professor 'Brunt of 
Maedonald CoDcgr, Principal Smyth 
of Wrselynn Ccfllrge, and Mr. Scott 
of the Gazette. 

Mr. Beard waa the first speaker 
for the affirmative. He announced 
(hat the definition of ails and social- 
Ism had been agreed upon by botfi 
.sides. Arts rvae token .-».-> the creative 
nod imaginative arts, and socialism, 
us defined in Webster's (Dictionary. 

The issue revolved lLself largely in- 
10 the conditions under which man 
could do his best work, and Mr- Beard 
uontonded that extremes iof wealth 
and poverty tliolh militated against 
pood work. weaJtîl being enervating 
and poverty, vltl. its absence of se- 
curity, being paralyzing or at leas - , 
distracting. The creative artist should 
have liberty of choice an to vocation, 
and also a public responsive to and 
critical of his work. Art reached a 
high stale undo" Greece' and Rome, 
but it was practised by a few for 
the few. and Irft the masses and i lie 
slaves untouched, and any return to* 
the socla.] conditions of those daye 
was unthinkable. Society today was 
faced with tw . alternatives — a con. 
linuatlon of t'.ic present economic 
system or an adiMr.ee *o the social- 
istic state. Arts had flourished much 
more tinder the indivldiihilstic sys- 
tem of the medieval agiw and Tudor 
and Stuart tlme H in England than 
under tlie presonl Industrial era, in 
which progress wa« largely limited 
to advance In appicd science and mass 
product on <>n stereotyped lines. I'n- 
(Icr a socialistic state, man would 
be master, not the nervani of ma- 
chinery; lie would have leisure, fqi 
reflection and cT"3tivc work, and 
With freedom from poverty and dis- 
ease would com" lt?e opening of the 
gate to beauty and f.ie temple of 
knowledge. 

McLood, the 1 1 r ^ t speaker, opened 
lor McOill. He reviewed the origin 
and progress of ar! In the Kena'a- 
snnce- Socialism woj a high and en. 
nobling id''a!. but It took no account 
of fallible human :, attire. Civilization 
had been too brief to eradicate \':r 
selfisbncss of humanity, and conflict 
was ;i condition of progress. So- 
cialism was dominated by the econo- 
mic principle., while art is of the spirit 
and Is nourished ben by, religious 
fervor and spiritual vigor- 
Mr. llunktn, wCto followed, dial, 
longed tlie previous speaker's claim 
that conflict was necessary to •pro- 
gress by saying that any progress 
now being register was due to co- 
operation and not i<. conflict. Liberty 
was necessary to tlie fullest develop- 
ment of art. but it was the liberty 
which was limited by mutual con- 
sent for the govt of all. Already 
governments were the chief support, 
ors of art. in the. election of beauti- 
ful buildings, the provision of art 
galleries and the -purchase, of art 
workg for tlie people- and will) the 
fuller control of ali means of produc- 
tion by government would come an 
extension of the kingdom of art 
which is like to the Kingdom 6f God. I 
Alexander, for MoGlll carried 
the history of air from the Renais- 
sance to modern times- showing how 
In succession the church, royalty, the 
aristocracy anri the wealthy classes 
had by their pationnge enabled the 
artists to produce masterpieces. Art 
had tthiie thrived under the most 
undemocratic conditions, which 
would not. exist under a socialistic 
state, and with the incentives of 
competition and financial reward re- 
moved, and a dull level of routine 
imposed, little art would be pro. 
duced. 

Mr. Duthie rator'ed that while art 
had flourished under undemocratic 
systems. It was only because the 
artists had been given Ihe leisure and 
the security which would bo assured 
them under socialism. Art was at 
b. low level now and certainly could 
aot fare worse under socialism thou

He quo-tod 
prominent English Laborlies to show 
that under -oclaliam fo-i-.f- would be 
tlie chief orBuinei.t. private pro- 
perty would be Bc.'aed. religion and 
liie home abolished and all /incen- 
tive to cfrort lucking, and claimed 
that under such conditions there 
would be no encouragement for ar- 
tists, and any arr produced would 
be mediocre.

He hod more faith 
in liis fellow-men than to believe 
that soci.'tism won'tf mean the nega- 
tion of religion, Inspiration and t'.ie 
desire for self.expiession to the 
highest possible level.

MASS TEACHING 

Present System Holds No 
Place For Exceptional 
Boy or Girl 

Present day methods ot university 
education, "hotbed methods." are 
sadly in need of revision. Ira D. Mac 
kay, Actinc Dean of the Paculty of 
Arts at McGill. told a n audience ln 
tlie Royal Victoria College Tuesday 
afiernoon. in an address on "Tha 
Presoni Impatse of Democracy." They 
substitute ready-made lectures tor 
the grind of private study which the 
student in former years had to un- 
dergo, and therefore, the student 
loses the advantage he would other- 
wise ncqufrc from !|, c . conscious cf- 
.'"ii required for the acquisition of 
knowledge by personal application. 

A Liberal education. Dean Maekav 
argued, was the most powerful iri- 
fluenco in civilization. u y thi^ he 
did not mean the kind of education 
by which men and women were 
trained for specific tasks, or tor on- 
paging in particular professions and 
industries. He meant rather the gen- 
eral education which fitted men and, 
women to take their piuee In the 
worlds work, and become useful 
citizens and mcnibt>r« of society. 

By modern methods of »ducatlon 
children were taught in squads am* 
companies, trying to make their 
minds move |n rhe same way that 
their arms and logs did. This was 
done. "Simply because this form of 
organization was the simplest, cheap- 
est nnd most primitive way for the 
handling of members 0 f human units, 
se «• to' ylvc „ suj)pj[lel9l app^nr- 
a nee of efficiency. 

A democratic community was sup- 
posed to offer the amplest opportun- 
ity to the individual, ye: any sytr 
tern which refused ;o recognize ob- 
vious differences in individual endow- 
ment effort and interest could not 
be designed to offer ample opport- 
unity to the individual. 

The tact seemed to be. that mod- 
ern education was aiming to strike 
a low a,verage. He thought some- 
times, education wa a aimins af the 
bottom rather than the top. Ke liked 
the dictatorship of the -proletariat 
no more in the school than he did 
in the state. At present, tlie school 
svibbornly refused to malte a.ny ade- 
quate provision for the exceptional 
boy or girl. Consequently, too ninny 
of the brightest and most promljiiif 
scholars grew tired of monotonous 
routine and left school as scon as 
tho law allowed ilium while to the 
university was loft the privilege of 
•ru.rtaintng the passive ilstrners- 

i"n this way. the supply of human 
leadership which Providence kindly 
put at the nation's disposal was loit 
to the community. No further need 
to wonder why Canada was produc- 
ing so few scholars and statesmen 
of outstanding rank or why present 
statesmen were so far behind their 
predecessors in vision and venture. 

lie thought that something mnght 
be learned from the colleges of Japan 
It was difficult lo buiid a university 
on a foundation such as that of tlie 
Canadian public school. Tho latter 
was destined to deliver the whole 
community from gross Ignorance, and 
tlie university was designed to offer 
a free opportunity to follow the path 
wa> of scholarship and distinction 
far ahead of the average citizen. 

Democracy had no mission to re- 
place aristocracy. It was destined to 
replace an aristocracy by one ot 
genuine merit. 

He pleaded for the privileged boy 
the boy privileged by Intellect and 
natural ability. Xot the boy of 
wealthy parents or refined home but 
tliH boy of such character 
as will make of him the 
statesman or tomorrow. He plead- 
ed for a school which would give 
such boys the chance lo develop their 
outstanding abilitios and character- 
istics. That would make of Montreal 
and McGill the bearer of a lighted 
candle from which other candles 
.vould bo lit all along the cold cor- 
ridor of Cunada, until Canadian civi- 
lization become the shinning; light 
of the whole world.

THE REVUE. 

There remain but three weeks till the Red and White Revue 
of 1925 makes its bow to McGill and Montreal. It is well to notice 
,-hcre that the Revue is bowing not only (to McGill but also to 
Montreal. The plans of the General Committee, appointed by trie 
Student' 3 Council, are ambitious. We are told that the production 
this year is to be a step forward ; that the faculty act has gone for 
good; that ,the aims of those in charge are towards an artistic and 
"clever production. This seems to be the only safe attitude. If an- 
nual Revues are to be produced they muJt improve lest they lose 
their attraction, and |to improve they must not only appeal to the. 
student, but also find financial support among the theatre-going 
public of Montreal. 

There ha3 been criticism of course of action being 
followed by the Revue Committee. There aTe some who bemoan 
the fact that the Red and White Revue is designed to draw the 
public as well as the students; there are others whose main com- 
plaint is that there is no McGill Night . In the first place, the very 
fact that |the Revue will prove attractive to the public is definite 
proof of the raising of the standard, and those \t\o advocate a: 
McGill Night must realize, upon consideration, that such can only 
result in a return to the irresponsible mob scenes of twelve years 
ago, whicli were entirely responsible for the discontinuation of 
"Theatre Night" and resulted in a greatly mistaken impression of 
McGill by thousands of people who read of the disorderliness of 
the affair . 

There has been criticism, |too. of the prices which are charg- 
ed for the coming production, and this is more understandable. 
The Red and White Revue must not be conducted as a method of 
bleeding the student! but tha latter must expect : to be charged a 
fair price and in keeping with the standard of the. show. It is true 
that last year [the prices were low arid it is equally true that the 
cost of production was low. This year the expenses "are- doubled, 
a professional orchestra, scenery*, costumes and music : paid for out 
of receipts arc items that were not considered formerly. Last year 
the various faculties bore a large par|t of the incidental costs, while 
this year the entire cost is borne by the Revue organization. Thus 
it is apparent that the price scale must be more in keeping with 
the standard of excellence of the performance, and while a surplus 

- is anticipated, it cannot be too strongly emphasized that the 
Student' s Council can readily make use of any such surplus in pro- 
moting student welfare. The statement of the President of the 

: Council was a fair one and a student reduction of 33 per cent on an 
average is entirely adequate, all things considered. 

A performance is in sighjt which will be a credit to McGill 
: and which will undoubtedly pave the way for even more ambitious 
, effort along this line. Let McGill men. therefore, get behind th 

- Revue and show, by their support, their appreciation of the work 
§:*of the men who have devoted so much time and energy to make 
^ it an outstanding success..

Miles Gordon spoke on the social 
nnd political nspecl of the history of 
Alaska, beginning with its discovery 
bv n Dane in the service of the Czar. 
Behring, and coming down to the 
difficulties of our own day regarding 
the government of this isolated branch 
of the American nation. Particularly 
interesting were Hie remarks of the 
sponker on the short period of law 
b'Ssness in Alaska at about the be- 
ginning of this :cnlury.

In tho second of his talks, dollver- 
cd In Slralhuonti Hall lam Tuesday, 
llabbi Mcrrlf cf Tomple Dinmanu- 
ol dealt with tho Literary and Spir- 
itual Heritage of Juaus. Following a 
short, resume of the previous lecture 
ho began with defining the three 
forms which the desire for a .Mewlab 
look. The first wad simply political 
The .Mdcond was that of despair with 
earthly conditions and tho hope of u 
Kingdom of God !o follow death. Tlie 
third was also one of despair for tsx 
istlng conditions but the members of 
the third jrroup considered the King 
dom of God a thins ot the soul which 
had no connection with existing con- 
ditions. Passages from the literature 
of each party wore roiij to illustrate 
the stands Llcy look. 

Jusus, stated itabbi Merrill, knew 
jf thesu llirci; groups and their views 
At the beginning of his ministry lie 
had to declare which Idea he advocat 
od and to Ueclaru liis roatlonshlp to 
tho Idea, lie decided lor the third 
group advocating a Kingdom of God 
as a thing of tli.i soul und independ- 
ent of polities. 

Tho speaker then dealt with the 
educational, moral, and ethical stand- 
ards of Dig tinio. lie told of the great 
teacher, HUlal. and the part which 
Lie teachings of this man .probably 
played on tho education of Christ. He 
told too of the influence of that Jew. 
Ish literature wh'ch covered the lime 
between tho old and tho new testa, 
iiienl, proving that Christ was Influ- 
enced Through the;e works by nu- 
merous actum quotations of Christ 
Himself which either intlrely or close- 
ly reseanblc passages from tùcni 
Most interesting perhaps of these 
quotations was a passage of practl 
tally the same context n«s the Lqrd's 
Prayer. Kabhl Merritt explained 
these sinillarltl'..< 'jn the ground thai 
Jesus was ciesclv familiar with a 
the. classical wrltlcgs of his time and 
that many of his Ideas such tta those 
in regard to >unaility, frayer. Re- 
pentance, and charity were gleaned 
from t.'he Jewish literature. Next 
conic a short discussion of tliinffa orl 
ginal with Jesus notably his attitude 
towards wealth;. In this connection the 
Rtwenecs, a sect of communists and 
pacifists, wen; mentioned and their 
probable influenco brought up. Je. 
sus. though trained by tlio Pharisees, 
gave considerable allentton to con 
temporary opinion. 

Habbl Merritt i-losed his address 
with the remark I hut "Primitive 
Christianity, such .".s (liai led by Pe- 
ter could not completely under, 
stood without a reconstruction of con. 
dilions such na that he has put ho 
fore tho two meetings. 

At ihe reqiifw: cf the chairman lîn.b. 
hi .\fcrriit named several authoritic 
and works relative to the Kiibjcets 
treated with.
